Nus8 165c, m the beginning of December, His Excellency the 

Luz Ambaſſador Henry Howard, having ebtam'd irom the Em- 

pcror of Barbary, Taff alcta, a Letter ot Secut ny 0 his content, 

hai rlolv'd to profecute his Journey to the Court ; to which end, he 

order d his Baggage, and moſt of his Retinue, to be Embarqu'd in the 

A1ny Roſe, which had Tranſported him trom Ewgland ; and purpos'd 

mmicif, with ſome few of his Gentlemen and Servants, to the number of 

::ttcen or fixteen, to go by Land, and the Ship by Sca to Salee ; reſolving, 
a> 1o0N as we were under Sail, to begin his Journey aiſo. 

Thus accordingly we ter Sail on: Wedneſday the eighth of the ſaid 
Month, at two a clock in the morning, with the Wind at North-Eajt, 
along the Shore of Bart ary ; and having paſt Arzila that Evening, a!tc: 
Nbudnght, we overtook a great E:iyboat of 300 Tuns ; and finding her ro 
be an Englih Veſlcl, fraighted with Deal, Matits, Salt, and Tobacco, 
con.tg trom Xew-England, or thoſe Parts, and taken by the Algier Men 
of War oft of the Cape Sr. Vixceat, being bound for Cadiz, we took, 
=nd made Prize ot her z and having found 22 Turks abvard her, and 
three : briflrans, one a Ruſsian, and two Exghſhmcn, we tranſported 
thein aboard us, and ſent other Mcn aboard her 5 and having examin'd 
the Principal of them, found them to belong to a Squadron of Algier 
Ncn of War, who were Cruiffing in thoſe Seas : But the Prize being 
hicayy loaden, and a bad Sailer (inſomuch that we were forc'd to tow her) 
Cid much prolong our Voyage, as that we could not arrive till Saturday 
at Noon before Salce : Yet that ſlowneſs did us a Countciie for that 
time, though a Diſcourtefic afterwards; for having tor the moſt part of 
the Forenoon taken notice of a Barque keeping betwixt us and the Shore, 
and thinking her to be otherwiſe than ſhe prov'd afterwards, Captain 
Fempibern (cnt his Ketch to ſpeak with her: Inthe mean time we arriv'd 
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before Sale 3 and having tandſomly trimm'd our Ship with Jendants 
and other Ornaments, and calit Anchor, we Sajuted th: Town witi 11 
Guns, and receiv'd for Anſwer, hilence -. However, we mad: zeady for 
Landing ; and firſt the Steward onely, m a Piace with another Gentle- 
man, rowed towards the Shorc ; and wile that was doing, weſaw at a 
diſtance, that our Keich had overtaken the Barque, and atrer a ]t!- ume 
of Conference let her go with diſcharging ot a Gun ; which ja: qu2 
made with full Sails towards us, to our great admiration ; til] commg 
nearer, we perc-1v d that ſhe bore the King of Euglands Coiars, ant 
diſcharg'd two Guns : Then we concluded, that it was ſome exraord:- 
nary Meſlage from his Exceliency ; therefore the Captain commond<d 
to diſcharge a Gun, and ta make a Watt for thoſe who were roving to- 
wards the Shore, who ſceing that, turn'd back again, and came bd : 
And the Veſlcl, bcing a Brigantine belonging to Tangier, hay ing aboorkt 
her a Gentleman of Quality, arid a Captain, with 4o Sojdict,, ani 6 
Braſs Guns, did alfo approach, and deliver'd his Meflage, whch as, 
That we ſhould not Land, but rather get aboard, if we coutd, :}} no! 
ho were aſhore beforc, with the Goods allo, matters at Tznger {tre 
our departure beirg much alter'd 3 and had we nut ben roraricd by 
the fore-mention'd Prizc, this Mcflage would have come too Jate 
However, we itay'd there till Munday, ard iccing there couli r1o:hn; 
be effeRed, in getting taoſe People aboard (becaule they were derauin'.:) 
and a Storm being at hanJ forcing us from the Shore, we ravk th. $2 ; 
and having faſtned the ſaid Brigantine ar our Stern, we Cruitcl 12-44 
night and the day following, ina Storm, far inthc Sea, all the Men t ne 
Brigantine being avoard her,and ſuftcr'd much, Thisevening ve fa tivo 
Ti:ks Men of War afar off; and at night was a vcry vreat Scorm, {* 532t 
we were forc'd to take all the Men of the Brigantzac aboard us, andit tr 
her to be cait away. Next dayzthe 15. the Weather continued 8 T-wand 
evening we ſaw againa Turks Man of War,chacing a Spaniſh V<iic! , vat 
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having pereciv'd, us making towards him, he fled : By and by we ſaw 
Land, it being La Rotta on rhe Spaniſh Coaſt z which we couid not reach, 
the Storm bJowing out of the Levant, but were forcd ro keep at $2 
further of, 24d there tobe roſs'd all that night andthe day atter, The * 7. 
came to us a French Canary Man, bound for Cadiz 3 by and by, 4 Scotch- 
man, from the ſame place ;: We {aw alſo two Turks Men ot War , thcre- 
fore tho! iro Ships came to us for Protettion. Next morning at break 
of day wc IScover'd ſeven Turks Mer of War ; and becauſe their Courle 
was towards us, therefore all poſſible Preparation was made aboard us 
for the 1ickt, and all that might be hurtful, or hinder us, remov'd» and 
throw! overboard, and our atoreſaid Prize forſaken, the Men taken a-- 
board 13:0 tho Zfary Roſe, and the Ship Jet drive before the Wind. The 
ſame &:y Dore noon the Trerks paſy/d by us 3 but neither Party attempt- 
ed ai hin 4 1ct our Preparation went on to the utmoſt of ovr power. 
In. nom time, onevuf the Turks Ships, being a ſlow Sailer, and full 
of Mens ('2u1n.g the Half-Moon) lagg'd about an Engh/h Mile behind the 
re: inn they were forc'd to ay for her, and to fend out two Boars
